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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 1 , line 3, "as same as" should be changed to - - the same as -

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Beyer (U. 
S. Patent 4,462,656). 

4. Regarding claim 1, Beyer, see figures 1-2, 5 and 12, discloses a ground joint 
connector comprising: a connector housing 1 ; a plurality of connecting portions 7 
disposed in the connector housing 1 and configured to be fitted with respective mating 
connectors (see figure 5) and a ground terminal PE installed in the connector housing 1 
and having a common grounding portion and a plurality of terminal pieces 5 connected 
to the common grounding portion wherein the plurality of terminal pieces 5 are arranged 
to be protruded into the plurality of connecting portions 7 respectively and wherein the 
common grounding portion is arranged to be protruding outward from the connector 
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housing. The figure 1 terminal portions at PE, N, and NL are read as protruded 
outwardly from the connector housing. It is also clear that PE refers to ground. 

5. Regarding claim 2, Batty, see figures 1-2, 5 and 12, discloses the plurality of 
connecting portions 7 are arranged in a straight line. 

6. Regarding claim 3, Batty, see figures 1-2, 5 and 12, discloses the ground 
terminal PE further has a bus bar extended in a direction as same as the direction of the 
arrangement of the plurality of connection portions 7 and wherein the plurality of 
terminal pieces 5 are protruded from one side of the bus bar.
